At about ls45 on 11 April, a train of 41 boxcars with VPs, 6 flatcars 

each with about 6 AT guns, 1 heavy mortar, 11 trucks, 1 jeep and 5 field 
kitchens arrived in Base walk from the direction of Berlin* At about 11s 45 
a pm* on 12 April, a KVP unit which had just been detrained and consisted 
of about 300 troops wearing black service color, 5 trucks and 2 field 
kitchens marched toward Viereck.
